Allen went to Mudlavia, Cramer, Ind., 
where the symptoms of cancer first 
developed. 


Since the operation at Columbus 


it has been known that it was only a 
question of a short time until 
his 


malady would terminate fatally, and 
he was aware of this as soon as his 
loved ones. 


All through his days of suffering, 


however, he had never alluded to it, 
and had always been not hopeful,but 
in good spirits, carrying out to the 
letter his oft-repeated words, "When 
I go, I want you all to remember me 
as being cheerful," ana to this end, 
whenever .he felt a paroxysm of pain 
coming on that he thought might be 
uncontrollable, he had liis children 
taken from the room, if they hap- 
pened to be present, so that 
they 


might not witness his suffering. Mr. 
Allen's constitution was re'markable, 
and the disease met stout resistance 
in its ravages, but the body had to 
finally succumb to the inevitable. His 
last hours were made more comfort- 
able by the administration of opiates, 
but almost to the end he was con- 
scious.
